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Made in the Shade 


‘Someones sitting in the shade today because someone planted a tree a long 
time ago." — Warren Buffett 


I recently had an opportunity to drive through the neighborhood where 
I grew up. In many respects, things remained virtually unchanged after 
all this time. Other places either didn’t exist anymore or morphed into 
something I no longer recognized. 


Such was the case when I happened on a former haunt of my 
misspent youth. 


There was a huge vacant lot several city blocks long where we used to 
hang out. Factory buildings once stood there, but they were demolished 
long before my time. All that remained were chunks of concrete, rebar, 
trash (I recall a particularly ugly recliner and a claw-footed bathtub) and 
weeds. I remember the day when an enormous sign appeared announcing 
it was to be the site of a future park. 


A few months later, bulldozers and earthmovers showed up. They dug 
everything up, hauled dirt off and trucked in different dirt. They laid 
sidewalks around the perimeter and created pathways through it. They 
planted grass. Then they brought in a bunch of the scrawniest little trees 
you've ever seen. They weren't much more than sticks with a few leaves. 


Summer was not kind to the new park. The normally perfect weather 
turned so blistering, the trees lost their leaves and drooped almost to 
the ground. The hot, dry wind blew away much of the topsoil they had 
brought in and the birds feasted on the grass seed. Every day workers 
would return to water and put things right. 


Back to the present... 


Gone was the scorched place I remembered. In its place was lush green 
grass, tall, thick shade trees, flowers and shrubs. There was a duck pond 
with a fountain. Kids were playing on swings and slides, adults were jogging 
or relaxing on blankets. It was more beautiful than I could have imagined. 
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'The late actor and environmentalist Audrey Hepburn wrote "To plant a 
garden is to believe in tomorrow." Obviously, the folks who planned that 
park believed in lots of tomorrows. If they had not looked beyond the 
present, they would given up during that first miserable summer. Their 
vision allowed them to see past the immediate challenges to what could 
be. Their dedication and persistence ensured the park's true potential 
would be realized. 


Planting trees today for future shade — that's what Opportunity Unlimited 
is about at every level at AIL/NILICO, but no more so than when you 
step up to growing your own Agency at the SGA level.

Who owns your business? What are you doing to support that 
business owner? 


When you took your test, obtained your license and signed your contract 
with AIL/NILICO, you became an independent business owner. Now 
that you are a business owner, are you planning to fail or failing to plan 
for your business to succeed? 


A major factor in the success of businesses is their ability to make a 
viable plan. Business owners throughout the world must use that plan as 
a guide. They guide themselves in the right direction to have the ability 


to make necessary changes when the plan needs a little tune-up. 


When Roger Smith set his goal at $250 million ALP a year, he didn't 
just pull that number out of a hat. He developed a plan that included 
building an infrastructure to achieve that goal. 


When I started in my position with the Company, I didn’t just say I 
wanted to raise both 4-month and 13-month retention; I set a goal 
and then worked it backwards to set a plan in place. As the Company 
approached my goal of 74 percent retention in August of last year, I 
then revised it upwards. We may be below that high point at this time, 
however, I know that we can surpass the 74 percent retention mark and 
move forward from there. 


My first course in college was Business 101. The very first day the 
professor looked us straight in the eye and said that once you have 
achieved 80 percent of your goal, you need to readjust upwards. The goal 
should always be in sight, but always keep that carrot just a little further 
out. When making your plan, do not set your goals so high they are out 
of reach. Build your business plan around successes and use failures as 
learning experiences. 


From 1988-1998, there was a television show called Murphy Brown. A 
member of the cast was Robert Pastorelli who played Eldin the painter. 
For 10 seasons, he painted Candice Bergen’s house. It wasnt that he was 
a slow painter; it was that he never achieved his goal of perfection while 
painting the house. He may have put a coat of paint up but it wasn't 
perfect. He always found ways to make it better.

'The correlation between Eldin and retention may not be obvious on 
the surface. But when you relate it to a business plan and what you 
are doing to support that business owner (you), it becomes clearer. Do 
you look at your advance report and ask why your retention or N/G is 
where it is? Or do you look at your advance report and develop a plan 
for contacting every policyholder on the report to see what you can do 
to better your business? 


Home Office provides you with the tools to build a business plan 
through their Leadership Academies, the AIL and NILICO websites 
and through social media. The decision is yours. Are you going to 
continue to fly by the seat of your pants or are you going to use 
everything possible to work towards your goals and have the ability to 
make changes as necessary to achieve them? 


HERE'S HOW IT WORKS: 


The MGA Agent Retention Bonus rewards MGAs with Agents on their team who write $4,000 Net ALP monthly in months 4-6 of their tenure. Here's 
how it works: If an Agent in MGA hierarchy writes a minimum of $4,000 Net ALP in the 4th month of tenure, the MGA gets $250 bonus; in the 5th 


month, the MGA gets $500 bonus; in the 6th month, the MGA gets $1,000 bonus. All qualifiers listed achieved at least $500 in bonus totals.

As an agent you are in the right place at the right time. That's because 
we are in the process of providing you with true activity objectives. Let 


me outline a couple of thoughts for you. 


You may have thought that you make money in the field; you actually 
make money in the phone room on call night. Think of it this way: 
call it the “$1,000 Advance Strategy." When an agent books 32 
appointments in a week, historical data shows us they will make 12 
complete presentations and 4+ sales per week. That generates a weekly 
advance on average of $1,000. Throw in a weekly bonus and — for 
many a guaranteed advance — and now you are making some cash; at 
least $1,300 for that week’s efforts. 


But let's get back to the phone room. To make that $1,300, you booked 
32 appointments. That’s $40 per appointment booked! You make your 
money in the phone room! And when you run 32 appointments and 
give 12 presentations and secure 10 referrals per presentation — 120 per 
week — resources are not an issue. Presets from in-house referrals are 


critical to achieving 32 appointments. 


Our management positions are more attractive than ever. We are 
experimenting with Supervising Agents as managers-in-training with a 


more rapid career track and heavy involvement in recruiting. 


The General Agent position with a fast track SA gets a steady pipeline 
of agents. The GAs are leaders in training. The GA position is lucrative 


and a step away from a leadership position. 


Master General Agents are the top-level leadership position, the créme 
de la créme. It is what managers work to become, it's the reason you 


have honed your leadership skills. This is where you run your own 


organization and become accountable for its production. If youre not 
making $150,000 minimum in this position then something in the 
formula is wrong. Many MGAs make in excess of $250,000! 


In this issue of Spotlight you have had a glimpse into the most 
prestigious position in the insurance world, that of State General Agent. 
As a former SGA, I can tell you two things unequivocally. First, it’s a 
tough job; you need to be talented with a strong work ethic to have a 
rue shot at making it. Second, enjoying success as an AIL/NILICO 
State General Agent means genuine financial prosperity in the long 
run. Sometimes many look at our successful State General Agents and 


believe they have reached the Promised Land when offered an SGA 
Contract. Nothing could be further from the truth. The truth is that 
signing an SGA contract means you have been selected to be offered 
an opportunity unlike any other. Not just at AIL or in the insurance 


industry, but in the world. 


Successful State General Agents deserve every material possession they 
have and they deserve every positive emotion received from coaching 
and caring about others and ensuring their success. SGAs work hard, 
they persevere through the tougher times, they carry the burden of 
reliance of others. They are truly special as people. But it comes with a 


price, and you must be willing to pay it. 
There ya go. Lots of good stuff... on paper.
